Common M art 
M eet M arred 
By Dispute 


ROME (AP) — The European 
Common Market’s 20th birthday party 
today was marred by a row because 
the smaller members haven’t been 
invited to President Carter’s first 
summit conference. 
The Dutch were threatening to walk 
out of the meeting after opening 
ceremonies because the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, Denmark and 
Ireland will not be represented at 
Carter’s meeting in London in May 
with French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing and the prime ministers of 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, Canada 
and Japan. 
Belgium planned to submit a protest 
on behalf of the five smaller members 
of the ninenation European Economic 
Community demanding that they be 
represented at the meeting by the 
president of the EEC commission, Roy 
Jenkins. 
Giscard d’Estaing, who originated 
the idea of getting the leaders of the 
m ajor non-Communist industrial 
nations together to talk 
about 
economic problems, is opposed to 
participation of a Common Market 
representative because he, unlike the 
presidents and prime ministers, would 
not be empowered to join in decisions 
binding on the five governments he 
would represent. 
In addition to the anniversary 
ceremony, the Common Market 
meeting today was expected to discuss 
the com munity’s economic 
and 
monetary problems, its relations with 
the Carter administration and the 
Soviet Union, and the Belgrade 
meeting in June to assess compliance 
with the 1975 Helsinki accords on 
European security and human rights. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter has outlined a negotiating 
strategy for nuclear arms talks that 
calls for a major reduction in weapons 
levels, but sets out a “fallback” 
position of far less ambition. 


“For a change,” Carter told a news 
conference Thursday, the United 
States will seek “actual substantial 
reductions” in the number of nuclear 
weapons held by the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 
This represents a major change 
from past agreements, which set a 
ceiling of 2,400 missile launchers for 
each side with the remaining questions 
dealing with the types of weapons to be 
included. 
In 
his 
news 
conference, 
the 
President also said: 
—That inflation this year is likely to 
hit 6 per cent “or a little better” and 
that he plans to send Conress a strong 
“antiinflation package within two 
weeks. 
—That he would “aggressively move 
to admit Vietnam to the United 
Nations and normalize relations" with 
Hanoi if Vietnam acts in good faith to 


account for Americans still listed as 
missing in action. 
—That the United States has “no 
outstanding commitments in Zaire” 
and that “we have no hard evidence or 
any evidence that Angolans or Cubans 
have crossed the border into Zaire.” 


Carter said Secretary of State Cyrus 
R. Vance is leaving for Moscow tonight 
with an agenda ranging from Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT) talks 
to demilitarizing the Indian Ocean. 


But indications are that the nuclear 
arm s 
question 
dom inates 
the 
secretary’s mission, the first U.S. 
attempt to move the SALT talks since 
the two sides deadlocked last year. 
Carter did not disclose what cuts 
Vance will propose, but Paul Wamke. 
chief U.S. SALT negotiator, told The 
Associated Press in an interview that 
the President “is prepared to go pretty 
far.” 
Other officials indicated Carter 
might propose a reduction for both 
countries to about 1,800 missile 
launchers and bombers. The current 
count shows the United States holding 
some 2,320 missile launchers and 


strategic bombers and the Russians 
about 2,660. 
Such a reduction would require a 
greater percentage cut for Moscow 
than the United States. Congress has 
mandated that any new agreement 
must be based on equality, but the 
Soviet Union has indicated it opposes 
such an approach. 
If the Carter approach fails, he told 
his news conference, his “fallback 
position” will be to seek ratification of 
an agreement reached in principle 
during 1974 setting ceilings of 2,400 
launchers, of which 1,320 could carry 
multiple warheads. 
But even that fallback solution is 
uncertain because it entails setting 
aside for later negotiations the 
problems that have blocked a new 
SALT treaty. Those problems are how 
to deal with the new American Cruise 
missile and the Soviet Backfire 
bomber, neither of which are now 
counted in the limits. 
The Russians have insisted that the 
Cruise be 
included 
in any new 
agreement, and the United States has 
made the same demand regarding the 
bomber.

Smith, manager of office operations 
for Columbia, criticized the measure 
on the grounds it would place too much 
power over utilities’ cash flow in the 
hands of welfare departments. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen. Timothy 
McCormack, D-31 Euclid, sets three 
conditions that must be met before a 
utility may terminate service. 
First, the bill must be at least 30 
days past due. Second the utility must 
pay a visit to the home of the 
delinquent customer. Third, and this is 
where most of the utility complaints 
fall, the county welfare department 
must study the case and report in 
writing about the hardship a shutoff 
would cause to the family. 
“...Columbia could be submitting up 
to 1,140 accounts each working day to 
the county welfare departments. It 
should also be kept in mind Columbia 
represents only one gas utility com­ 
pany. With all other gas and, or 
electric companies serving Ohio also 
submitting accounts the daily figure 
would 
become 
com pletely 
un­ 
manageable unless county welfare 
staffs and budgets were substantially 
increased. I would guess the additional 
number of welfare employes required 
would be in the hundreds and the cost 
to the taxpayers in the millions of 
dollars,” Smith said. 
In addition to the cost to the tax­ 
payer, 
Smith 
made 
the 
same 
argument put forward by his coun­ 
terparts, saying the company’s ad­ 
ditional cost in bad debt writeoffs 
would 
be 
passed 
on 
to 
paying 
customers. 
Meanwhile most of Ohio’s gas 
utilities are reporting nonpaying ac­ 
counts well above normal as a result, 
they say, of a Public Utilites Com­ 
mission of Ohio ruling earlier this year 
that prohibited service termination for 
any reason until the end of the winter 
heating season. That arrives April I 
for most utility customers except in 


East Ohio Gas territory where the 
winter season ended last Sunday. 
East Ohio has reported it is sending 
out about 50,000 notices to delinquent 
custom ers warning of impending 
shutoffs. The company said disconnect 
notices will be in the mail Monday to 
those who haven’t paid. 
Columbia Gas says it has no figures 
on the number of delinquencies but 
estimates they are up. 
“ Right now we have no true feel for 
the exact num bers whatsoever,” 
William Chaddock of Columbia said. 
Dayton Power 4 light Co., which 
has been having trouble getting meters 
read because of a strike, claims its 
delinquent accounts are up by 15 per 
cent. That means, the company says, 
60,000 to 70,000 customers will be 
getting notices after April I. 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co., like 
Columbia, claims figures are not 
available. That company, however, 
says it is not even sure if the trend is 
upward compared to last year.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — For 
John C. Heuston, the American Civil 
War is not necessarily over. It’s just 
gone underground. 


Heuston, in his spare time, looks for 
long-lost battlefields, entrenchments 
and campsites. When he finds one, he 
scours the ground with a metal 
detector for relics the armies of blue 
and gray may have left behind a 
century ago. 
Some of his finds are valuable, but 
Heuston doesn’t dig for riches. 
"It's a thrill to pick up something 
from the ground that’s been there for 
IOO years,” says Heuston, who works 
for Arkansas Power & light Co.

pocket knives and uniform insignia. 
Just about anything a soldier carried, 
he might have dropped or left behind. 
It’s unbelievable the kind of stuff these 
people threw away.” 
Heuston says there were hundreds of 
armed clashes across the South during 
the war. Many sites have never been 
discovered, although they may have 
been mentioned in war records. The 
more popular sites, he says, already 
have been “ heavily, heavily hunted.” 
Heuston stays away from the state 
park battlefields and those ad­ 
ministered by the National Park 
Service. He also deplores outlaw relic 
hunters who defy the park service and 
dig where they’re not wanted. "They 
give everybody a bad name,” he says. 
Heuston says a lot can be learned 
from relics still on the major bat­ 
tlefields. 
“ These relics provide valuable in­ 
formation, but they are deteriorating 
rapidly,’’ he says. "In another IO or 20 
years, there won’t be much left." 
Not every venture into the field 
yields a Civil War artifact. Many are 
wild goose chases. Treasured finds, on 


the other hand, are belt buckles, 
uniform insignia buttons and pieces of 
armament. 
Union belt buckles are uncommon, 
he says. They can bring $20 to $40, 
depending on condition. Confederate 
belt buckles are rare and command 
$200 and up. 
The pre-Civil War Arkansas militia 
belt buckle is among the rarest of the 
rare. “ They are priceless," says 
Heuston. Only three are known to 
exist. The buckle was not of Con­ 
federate issue.

'Flu Shot Disease' Still Around 


DENVER (AP) — Joseph lim a, 29, 
has not been able to speak for 16 days. 
His eyes are fixed in a stare; he can’t 
control his eyelids. He is unable to eat 
or walk. He breathes through 
a 
surgical hole in his throat. 
Lima was hospitalized March 7 with 
the paralyzing Guillain-Barre syn­ 
drome. He received a swine flu vac­ 
cination Nov. 12, a month before 
evidence of its connection to Guillain- 
Barre halted the $135 million national 
vaccination program. 
Lima's case was not reported to 
either the Colorado Health D epart­ 
ment or the national 
Center for 
Disease Control (CDG) in Atlanta. 
“The vigor of the surveillance effort 


dropped off after the end of January,” 
said the state Health Departm ent's 
chief epidemiologist. Dr. Tom Vernon. 
At the CDC, spokesman Bob Alden said 
the CDC is no longer “aggressively 
seeking 
a 
continuing 
reporting 
system .” 


Because of slackened reporting of 
the syndrome, no up-to-<iate figures 
are available on new cases.

those prior to Jan. 31, says 875 cases of 
Guillain-Barre have been reported 
nationwide since Oct. I. Of these 442 
had received one of the two swine flu 
vaccines; 401 had received no type of 
flu vaccine; 14 had received other 
influenza vaccines, and 7 had received 
a swine flu shot after the paralysis had 
already begun. 
The vaccination history of the other 
ll is unknown. 
The sam e figures show 35 deaths, 
including 18 who received swine flu 
vaccine.

NEW YORK (AP) - Two old ladies 
set up a card table and a CB radio in 
their lobby, do their knitting and ask 
everybody their business. 
Indignant olf people fill a court­ 
room. watching the trial of a young 
man who allegedly mugged an elderly 
woman.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sugar 
growers pressing for government 
relief from low prices and competing 
imports should watch what President 
Carter does with shoes, Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Berg land advises.

He said that the United States will be 
attending an international conference 
House M easure 
Gives Tax Help 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Married 
couples filing joint state income tax 
returns would get a better break under 
a bill now pending in the House. 


Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 Wester­ 
ville, and 13 Republican cosponsors 
introduced the measure Thursday. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes said in his 
“State of the State” message to the 
legislature he would support such a 
bill, but didn’t fund it in his executive 
budget. 


Under the Norris bill, lower tax rates 
are provided for joint filers in each tax 
bracket starting at one per cent and 
ranging up to 3.5 per cent. All incomes 
below 15,000 are taxed at .5 per cent. 


As an example of how it would work, 
a couple filing jointly with income of 
$12,000 annually would incur a tax bill 
of $92.50, compared to $115 for a single 
return on the same amount of income. 
On $20,000, the figures would be $175 
and $137.50, respectively.

Agriculture Committee, where he 
testified, say they suspect Bergland 
will try to meet beet and cane sugar 
producers’ calls for help through a 
back-door subsidy. It would involve a 
neverused World War II provision of 
the basic agricultural act. 
Sugar prices have dropped in the last 
year, although not to their traditional 
levels, while costs have risen sharply. 
One reason is too large a world 
harvest last year, despite production 
cutbacks, Agriculture Department 
industrywatchers say. Another is 
reduced consumption because a year­ 
long period of skyrocketing prices in 
1975 broke many of sugar-ouying 
habits. 
Many in the industry complain that a 
third factor is the 1975 death of the 40- 
year Sugar Act, which among other 
things applied strict, congressionally 
negotiated quotas against sugar im­ 
ports. 
As a Minnesota congressman last 
year, Bergland unsuccessfully tried to 
reinstitute a sugar law. 
Others have picked it up this year, 
but Bergland’s top aides acknowledge 
it has no chance of passage this year 
because of memories of the 1975 
tripling of retail prices and its profits 
for growers. 


Whatever 
is 
finally 
decided, 
Bergland told Rep. Alvin Ba Id us, D- 
Wis., “I am not going to recommend 
legislation that installs restrictive 
tariffs in place in perpetuity.” 
He said later his advisers are still 
looking for ways to provide short term 
relief to sugar farmers without hurting 
the budget, boosting consumer prices, 
provoking trade barriers abroad or 
asking for new legislation.

NATO Dispute Seen 
O ver Planes, Tanks 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - U.S. 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown 
sought the support of W estern 
European defense ministers today for 
the purchase of nearly $3 billion worth 
of Boeing patrol-command planes to 
give Western Europe speedier warning 
of Soviet Bloc troop movements and 
air attack. 
Brown appeared optimistic on his 
arrival for the meeting of the defense 
ministers of the North Atlantic allies. 
But there were signs of opposition 
from West Germany, which with the 
United States would pay more than 
half the bill. 
Some West German officials were 
balking because of W ashington's 
reluctance to build a common U.S.- 
German battle tank around Bonn's 
new Leopard II tank. 
The new American XM1 tank was to 
have used the Iieopard's 120mm gun, 
while the Leopard would use the 
American tank’s engine. But U.S. 
defense officials have let it be known 
they consider the Leopard inferior and 
want the Germans to adopt the XM1. 
The U.S. plan for the Airborne 
Warning and Control System, or 
AWACS, was first proposed in October, 
1975. It calls for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to pay about $100 
million each for 27 Boeing 707s 
equipped with special radar that would 
look hundreds of miles into the Soviet 
bloc to detect troop concentrations and 
movement of planes. 
The big jets would also serve as

airborne command posts for combat 
operations from aloft.
